W a s h in g t o n , Muy 2 3 .— In tlie Penate 
among tho bills placed on the calendar 
was one to increaso the efficiency of the 
m edical corps of the navy. 
M cPherson introduced a joint resolu* 
tion providing for m edals for the officers 
and enlisted m en of the three m onths’ 
service of 1861. 
Referred. 
The Senate th en proceeded to execu­ 
tive business. 
W hen the doors were re­ 
opened an adjonm m ent was taken to en­ 
able the Senators to attend the obsequies 
of Mrs. Sawyer. 
HECRBT SESSION WORK. 
Tn secret Suasion a move was m ade by 
Senator Sherm an to proceed to the con­ 
sideration of tho Fisheries treaty in open 
session. Half an hour's debate followed, 
at the end of which the Senate adjourned 
withont action. 
It is expected th at the 
question will be revived to-morrow, and 
the Republicans think from present indi­ 
cations that th e doors will be thrown 
wide open. 
SENATE COMMITTEES. 
The Senate* Committee on Agriculture 
has ordered a favorable report on the 
H atch bill to enlarge the duties of the 
Departm ent. The committee, however, 
struck out the portion of th at bill which 
looks to the transfer of th e W eather Bu­ 
reau to the Departm ent of Agriculture. 
CENTRAL PACIFIC DEBT. 
M r. Littler, of the Pacific Railroad 
Commission, addressed the Senate Com­ 
m ittee to-day, to which the Commission’s 
report was referred in reference to his 
plan for adjusting the debt of tho Central 
Pacific. The Judge said two per cent, 
interest on the debt of #53,000,000 would 
am ount to within #175,000 of the entire 
present income of 
the 
road. 
He 
would 
first 
cause 
to

ascer­ 
tained the present income and 
its 
prospect of future increase. 
H e wonld 
ascertain how much of this is required to 
pay the 2 per cent interest, and would 
devote the nalance to th e paym ent of the 
principal, extending it over a period of 
Í 
ears sufficient to wipe it out. 
Judge 
.ittler said he believes some of the strong 
rnen, who had either legitimately or ille­ 
gitimately m ade a vast num ber of m il­ 
lions of dollars out of the road, would, in 
order to avoid a further discussion of 
their conduct before the American people 
throngh the press, go down into their 
own pockets and contribute something 
towards the payment of the debt, or at 
least they would contribute from the 
earnings of the other lines of road which 
they owned. 
COMMITTEE ON MININO. 
The Senate Committee on Mines and 
M ining to-day decided to report favora­ 
bly, with some modifications, th e bill 
subm itting to the Court of Claims for the 
adjudication of tlie title of William Mc- 
Unrragan to the mineral interests of tiie 
rancho PanocheGm nde in California. A 
m inority report will also be made. 
INDIAN APPROPRIATIONS. 
The Senate Committee on Appropria­ 
tions has com plete! it* consideraron of 
the Indian Appropriation bill and will 
probably report it to-morrow. 
I t has 
m ade a net reduction of $226,000, m ak­ 
ing the total appropriation #8,172,000 in 
round num bers. 8»xty-Hve thousand dol­ 
lars is appropriated for the paym ent of 
Kaw or Kansas Indian scrip; #25,000 for 
an Indian industrial school in Nevada, 
to be erected on donated lan d ; #25,000 
for the support of Indian day and indus­ 
trial schools, and #10,000 for an Indian 
school at G rand Junction. Colo. 


T h e H oiiae a n d lia C o m m ittees. 
W a s h in g t o n , May 23.—The 
House 
soon after reassem bling went into com­ 
m ittee of the whole on the Postoffice Ap­ 
propriation bill. 
Blount, of Georgia, explained the 
items of th e bill and the necessity for 
increases. 
Protracted debate ensued, during which 
PerkiuB, of Kansas, referred to th e re­ 
ply of the Po8tmaster-< ieneral to his reso­ 
lution of inquiry into tho alleged miscon­ 
duct of the Western m ail service, which 
lie said had not been laid before tlie 
House for action. 
Blount explained that th e m atter wonld 
have been reported to th e House from 
the committee but for the tariff debate. 
Perkins then criticised the bill for mak­ 
ing an increase of only five per cent, in 
its appropriations for railway 
i>osfal 
clerks, while the railway mail service had 
increased over ten per cent, in th e last 
eighteen m onths. The increase in the 
appropriations was not in keeping with 
tiie increase of tlie service or its growth. 
He then proceeded to argue th at the 
present adm inistration had discriminated 
against tlie Western country in tlie m at­ 
ter of mail service, which he declared 
was “ bad and inefficient.” 
The debate then took a practical turn. 
After a tim e several am endm ents were 
offered, among them one to increase 
from #r>,000,000 to $6^200,000 the appro­ 
priation for th e free delivery service, and 
one to increase by #600,000 the appropri­ 
ation for the Star route service. AJl were 
lost withont action. 
The committee then rose and the 
House adjonrned. 
THE MILLS BII.L. 
As far as the party can be regarded as 
bonnd by the feeling of the conference as 
distinct from the caucus, the Republican 
representatives in the House have formal­ 
ly decided to decline to accept Mills’ 
proposition to dispense with the consider­ 
ation of the tariff bill under th e live- 
m inute rule. The Democratic members 
of the Ways and Means Committee are 
hard at work upon the am endm ents pro­ 
posed by tho Democrats, endeavoring to 
dispose of them by tlie end of the week, 
so that the House can enter upon the 
consideration of the bill for am endm ent 
next week. 
A DILEMMA. 
A dilem m a confronts the House Com­ 
mittee on Rules in th e shape of the A r­ 
rears Pension bill, which threatens to 
prove as em barrassing us was the Direct 
Tax hill. 
Johnson, of Indiana, has in­ 
troduced a resolution which is now be­ 
fore the Committee m aking the Pension 
bill a spedal order for Friday, with the 
provision th at its consideration shall 
continue in the House from day tu day 
until the bill is finally voted upon. If. 
reported favorably, it is believed the bill 
would puss the House npon the final 
vote. The large appropriation required 
in that event wonld negative the idee of 


House, a m inority report adverso to the 
bill extending the tim e during which 
claims may ho allowed for arrears of |ion- 
sions. The report states that it will re­ 
quire $ 5 0 0 ,000,000 to carry out the pro­ 
visions of the bill. W alker says the bill if 
passed will not only disposo of the sur­ 
plus, but will also add several hundred 
millions to the burdens of the Nation, 
which is already weighted down by tax a­ 
tion. 
In conclusion, he says the Ameri­ 
can people have not only been fair and 
just to the cx-suldiers, but have enacted 
pension laws with a liberality and gener­ 
osity nnparalled in tlie pension legisla­ 
tion of any country on earth. 
In behalf 
of the tax-paying public, a large majority 
of whom are struggling to mnko a living 
—m any even struggling to keep tho wolf 
from tho door—ho protests against tho 
passage of the bill.

It is stated at arm y headquarters that 
the reports regarding tho illness of Lieu­ 
tenant-General Sheridan are very much 
exaggerated. 
He seemed to be suffering 
from fatiguo and overwork, and Monday 
last he decided to rem ain at hom e and 
rest for a few days, hut has not been 
confined to bed. 
PRESIDENTIAL VISITS. 
The President and M rs. Cleveland left 
Washington this m orning for Philadel­ 
phia to attend tho Presbyterian anniver­ 
sary. They will hold a reception 
at 
Overbrook this afternoon. The President 
will return io-morrow, but Mrs. Cleve­ 
land will remain with friends in Phila­ 
delphia for about a week. 
The President will leave W ashington 
next Tuesday evening for New York to 
take part in tho Memorial Day exercises 
in th at city and Brooklyn tho following 
day. 
Ho will review the parade in New 
York in the morning, and the one in 
Brooklyn in the afternoon. At the close 
of the exercise* in the latter city ho will 
go to Jersey City and take tho first train 
for W ashington. Mrs. Cleveland will 
not accompany the President to New 
York on this occasion. She will, how­ 
ever, make a visit to th at city • later in 
the season. 
PACIFIC LIGHT HOUSES. 
W abhingon, May 23.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury has transm itted to Con­ 
gress recommendations by the Light­ 
house Board that lighthouses and fog 
signals bo established at tho following 
named points on the Pacific C oast: At 
Point Buchón, Cal., to cost #33,000; 
Stewart Inland, W. T ., # 1 5 ,0 0 0 ; at Peter 
Island, W. T., #12,000 and at Point A r­ 
guello, Cal., $ 35,000. 
In each case the 
Board rejiorts th at tho lights are very 
necessary because of th e existence of a 
dangerous current and prevailing fogs on 
well established rontes of travel. 
NATIONAL ItAB ASSOCIATION. 
The Convention of Delegates from the 
State and local Bar Associations of the 
country, having for its object the forma­ 
tion of a National Bar Association, m et 
again in session this morning and adopt* 
ed a constitution. It provides th at the 
nam e of the Association shall be “ The 
National Bar Association of the United 
States,” the objects of 
which 
will 
be to promote tlie unification, so far 
as practicable, of th e laws of the 
various States, which relate to the m at­ 
ters in which th e people of the United 
States have a common interest; to study 
the condition and to promote the im­ 
provement of the judicial system of the 
States, and to consider the necessity and 
practicability of th e establishm ent of 
international codes between the civilized 
and commercial nations. The first an­ 
nual meeting is to be held in Cleveland 
on August 8th next.

NORTHERN I'RKSIIYTBRIANS. 
P h i l a d e l p h ia , May 23.—The Presby­ 
terian General Assembly this morning 
approved a num ber of overtures. One 
was for a revision of the hymn book, and 
another deprecated the publication of im­ 
proper advertisem ents in the columns of 
church newspapers. 
Another was from 
the Presbytery of Baltimore, and was in 
regard to tho uso of th e revised version 
of the scriptures. 
The General Assembly voted that in 
view of the present unsettled opinion re­ 
lating to the rovised version, it waH inex­ 
pedient to authorize its use in the public 
worship of the sanctuary. Dr. McCoeh 
S 
resented the report of the 
Judicial 
ommittee. Rev. JameB Crawford, a 
delegate from th e Reform C hurch, de­ 
livered an address of salutatiop. The 
assembly broke into a double round of 
applause when he expressed the senti­ 
m ent that the Reformed and Presbyte­ 
rian Churches m ight at some time be 
united. 
Fraternal addresses were also deliver­ 
ed by delegates from the Lutherans. This 
afternoon the General Assembly will go 
over to Overbrook to meet m em bers of 
the Southern General Assembly who 
will unite in to-morrow’s joint celebra­ 
tion.

SOUTHERN PRESRYTERIANS. 
Baltimore, May 23.—The Presbyterian 
General Assembly, South, resumed busi­ 
ness at 9 o’clock. The case of Rev. Dr. 
Woodrow was postponed until after the 
return of the delegates from Philadel­ 
phia. 
A delegation from the General 
Assembly of th e Northern Presbyterian 
C hurch, in 
session 
in Philadelphia, 
headed by Rev. Dr. M cIntosh, was pre­ 
sented and Dr. McIntosh invited the 
General Assembly to participate to-mor­ 
row with tho body he represents, in its 
centennial celebration. 
In reply Dr. 
Bullock accepted the invitation on the 
part of tho Assembly. Adjourned until 
3 o’clock on Friday and started for 
Philadelphia. 
The most interesting episode of the 
Assembly thus far occurred this after­ 
noon, when a reception was tendered 
jointly to the Commissioners of the Gen­ 
eral Assemblies (Northern and Southern) 
by Mr. and M rs. Wistar Morris, which 
was held at their residence at Overbrook, 
near this city. President and Mrs. Cleve­ 
land were the guests of honor. President 
and Mrs. Cleveland had already arrived 
at the Morris residence when the mem­ 
bers of the General Assem by got there. 
W oen Dr. Charles L. Thompson, of the 
Northern Assembly, and Dr. J . J. Bul­ 
lock, the venerable m oderator of the 
Southern Assembly, greeted each other 
there 
was 
a 
chorus 
of 
cheers, 
which 
were 
renewed 
when 
the 
visitors entered 
tne 
grounds where 
the President and Mrs. Cleveland, the 
host and hostess and the Commissioners 
of the Northern Assembly were await­ 
ing to receive them . 
Congressman. J. 
Randolph Tucker, of Virginia, and Con­ 
gressman Breckinridge, of Kentucky, 
were, conspicuous among the Southern 
Commissioners and were heartily recog­ 
nized. 
W hen President and Mrs. Cleve­ 
land emerged from the house to the por­ 
tico, there was a burst of cheering from 
the big assemblage on the grounds. Mr. 
Morris introduced the President and 
Mrs. Cleveland in a brief address and 
the President replied as follows: “I am

you represent. I say this because those 
of us who inherit fealty to the church, as 
I did, begin ea.ly to learn those things 
which make us Presbyteriaus all the 
days of our lives ; aud thus it is th at the 
rigors of our early teaching, by which 
we are grounded in our lasting alli­ 
ance, are especially vivid and, perhaus, 
best 
remembered. 
Attendance 
upon 
church servico three tim es each Sunday 
and upon Sabbath School during the 
noon 
intermission 
may be irksome 
enough to a boy ten or twelve years of 
age to be well fixed in his memory, but I 
have never known a m an who regretted 
those things in th e years of his m aturity. 
Speaking of these things and in the 
presence of those here, the m ost tender 
thoughts crowd upon my m ind, all con­ 
nected with 
Presbyterianism and its 
teachings. There are at present with me 
now. memories of a kind and affectionate 
father consecrated to the uuise and called 
to his rest and hia reward in the m id­ 
day of bis usefulness; a sacred recollec­ 
tion of the prayers and pious love of a 
sainted m other and family circle, hal­ 
lowed and sanctified by the spirit of 
Presbyterianism. I certainly cannot but 
express the wish aud hope that the Pres­ 
byterian Church will always bo at the 
front in every m ovement which promises 
the temporal as well as th e spiritual 
advancement of m ankind.

H a rrisb u rg , Pa., May 23.—The Dem­ 
ocratic State Convention, to select Dele- 
gates-at-Large to tlie National Conven­ 
tion, Presidential electors and a candi- 
t 
date for the Supreme Court, m ot in the 
Opera House at 10 A. m. The indications 
are that the proceedings will be rather 
tam e,owing to the withdrawal this m orn­ 
ing of Congressman Speer from the con­ 
test 
for 
Delogate-at-Large, 
thereby 
smoothing th e way for Congressman 
Scott's programmo to send himself, ox- 
Congressman 
Boylo, 
ex-Congresaman 
M utchlers, and ex-Attorney-General Cas­ 
sidy at the head of tho delegates to 8t, 
Louis. 
After the election of temporary 
officers and tho appointm ent of commit­ 
tees, tlie Convention took a recess till 2 
o’clock. 
The Committee on resolutions held a 
mooting immediately after th e adjourn-, 
m ent of the Convention. 
Congressinap- 
Storm at once offered a set of resolutions 
one of which, relating to the tariff, dw 
clared a revision of tlie tariff laws neees-; 
sary with a view to their sim plification; ' 
the correction of their incongruities and 
inequalities; the regulation of «latios ia 
sucti a m anner as will put American in­ 
dustry on a fiim and jierm anent basis, 
covering the difference of 
wages in 
thiB country and in foreign countries; 
tho abolition of taxes on raw m aterial for 
the manufacturer, ami the relief of the 
people front useless and onerous taxes, 
and from tho extortion of all trusts and 
monoi>olie8 controlling tho prices of com­ 
merce on the necessarios of life. 
A 
hearty and emphatic endorsem ent 
is 
given to tho recommendations of President 
Cleveland’s last annual message to Con­ 
gress. A recommendation was m ade to 
Congress to pass promptly th e Revenue 
bill reported from the Committee on 
Ways am i Means. 
The resolutions urges the Democratic 
representatives iu Congress from Pennsyl­ 
vania to give it their earuest and un­ 
divided support. 
Saunders, of Philadelphia, offered a 
substitute for the tariff section oi Storm’s 
proposed platform. 
The substitute re­ 
affirms the principles of the Democratic 
platform of 18S6, and endorses the Presi­ 
dent’s message.
